In a previous appearance before 
the Council Mr. Willett announced 
that if protests against the pro¬ 
gram were overriden he would 
apply for an injunction. This 
threat was not directly repeated 
on Wednesday, but the inference 
was given that the protest pe¬ 
titions presented would be used 
as the basis for court proceedings 
if the protests are not allowed 
and the compromise is not ac¬ 
cepted. 

The compromise proposal sub¬ 
mitted calls for the elimination of 
all concrete roads and the pav¬ 
ing of all streets and roads with 
I oiled macadam; the construction 
if concave streets and the elimi¬ 
nation of curbs; elimination of all 
trails from the paving project; 
elimination of the so-called "Cor¬ 
um road" or the Eastern end of 
Sturtevant Drive and elimination 
! of any plans that call for the de¬ 
struction of trees or shrubbery. 

Mr. Willett said this compro¬ 
mise had been prepared at a 
meeting of 35 property holders in 
Long Beach at which a Consoli¬ 
dated Taxpayers Organization had 
been formed but which is at 
present without officers. 

The petition he later presented 
protesting the improvement in its 
entirety and which would be 
dropped if the compromise Is ac¬ 
cepted. is said to contain the 
names of 85 per cent of the prop¬ 
erty owners of the canyon, resi¬ 
dent here and elsewhere. It re¬ 
cites that many paths, trails and 
roads or parts of roads are speci¬ 
fied for improvement that were 
not in the original Improvement 
petition and that the assessment 
area was not correspondingly in¬ 
creased, with the result that the 
assessments will be greatly la 
excess of the benefits. 

Particular exception Is taken to 
the Inclusion of the so-called 
"Corum road,” It being alleged 
that the Corum property abutting 
on the extended road Improvement 
is assessed at only $380 while 
the cost of approximately 800 
feet of roadway benefiting the 
property will be about $3,000. 

Following presentation of tbla 
petition Mr. Willett asked the 
"nincll who had been responsible 
■ or the inclusion of the “Corum 
oad ' in the project and was ad¬ 
vised that the Council had In¬ 
cluded it. 

The petition concerning Holly 
Trail was said to represent the 
wishes of three-fourths of the 
property owners on that path and 
protested against any improve¬ 
ment of the tartl whatever. The 
various petitions were referred to 
City Engineer Earl J. Lynde for 
checking as to the number of lot 
owners signed up and the front¬ 
age represented by their signa¬ 
tures. He will report back to an 
adjourned meeting of the Council 
this (Friday) evening when addi¬ 
tional protests mtiy be heard. 

In offering the ] irotest petitions 
and his compromii a ^proposal Mr. 
Willet said many pedjde in the 
canyon had felt tie business de¬ 
pression acutely aid vrpre not fi¬ 
nancially able to >ay the assess¬ 
ments that would Ml upon them 
as the project Is btfqre the Coun¬ 
cil.

Although recovery will be slow, 
the coming year will bring im¬ 
proved business conditions, in the 
opinion of W. B. Storey, president 
of the Atchinson, Topeka and

FARM ADVISOR WARNS 
CITRUS GROWERS TO 
BE SURE OF MOISTURE 

There is a tendency on the part 
of citrus growers to postpone ir¬ 
rigation at this period of the year 
because of the possibility of rain, 
especially since we have had a 
few light rains. A word of cau¬ 
tion is given by Farm Advisor 
Rounds that while the surface 
soil may be considered sufficiently 
moist for fall and winter condi¬ 
tions, there is danger that the re¬ 
cent rains have not penetrated 
sufficiently deep into the soil to 
provide ideal moisture conditions 
for the lower levels of the or¬ 
chard zone. 

Growers are advised to examine 
their soil carefully in order to 
thoroughly acquaint themselves 
with soil moisture condition in 
their orchards at the present 
time. This word of caution is giv¬ 
en because a number of soil 
moisture examinations have been 
made and it has been found that 
the rainfall has penetrated in 
some districts only about one foot 
in depth. 

It is necessary, according to Mr. 
Rounds, to have the proper soil 
moisture content throughout the 
fall and winter as well as dur¬ 
ing the growing season.

Rate Cut By 
The Edison 
For 33,000 

Agricultural And Industrial 
Consumers Of Energy 
To Save $775,000 

A voluntary rate reduction 
i which wil save the consumers of 
| the Southern California Edison 
i Company Ltd. $775,000 a year has 
been announced by R. H. Ballard, 
president. The request for this 
! reduction, which will become ef¬ 
fective May 1, was approved by 
the Railroad Commission Decem¬ 
ber 17. 

The proposed reductions apply 
to industrial and agricultural con¬ 
sumers of electric energy through- 
; out the entire Southern California 
Edison Company Ltd. system in 
Southern and Central California 
according to Mr. Ballard. The 
number of agricultural consumers 
who will benefit from the new re- 
! duction totals 15,484. A total of 
18,041 industrial consumers will 
: share in the benefits of the re- 
> duction. 

This rate reduction will con- 
j stitute the company’s third major 
voluntary reduction since 1927 
and the eighth of a series of vol- 
utary reductions inauguratead in 
1920, according to Mr. Ballard. 
The last voluntary reduction, j 
which became efective November! 
1, 1929, lowered lighting rates 

for the company’s consumers, et- j 
fecting a saving of approximately 
$1,400,000 a year. The number of 
consumers benefiting from this 
reduction was 427,000. 

“In proposing to the commission 
this plan for reduction of indus¬ 
trial and agricultural service 
rates,” said Mr. Ballard, “the 
Southern California Edison Com¬ 
pany Ltd. is conforming to its an¬ 
nounced policy of passing on to 
ponsumers, in the form of rate 
reductions, the benefits of econo¬ 
mies in company operations. 

“Our budget for 1931 calls for 
an expenditure of $28,000,000, 
which indicates our faith in the 
development of business during 
the coming 12 months. Thi3 calls 
for expenditures over and above 
normal for the year. This sum 
was placed in the budget in order 
to insure steady employment to 
our more than 5100 regular em¬ 
ployees throughout the year. 

"Lowered rates have resulted 
in increased consumption of elec¬ 
tric energy in our company's ter¬ 
ritory and our program of ex¬ 
pansion of service for 1931 con¬ 
templates the addition of 350,000 
horsepower of new business from 
present consumers and approxi¬ 
mately 27,000 new consumers who 
we expect to apply for service. 
A major portion of this antici¬ 
pated total of new business will 
develop in the industrial and agri¬ 
cultural fields.”

Violas—As I mentioned above, 
the violas can be planted in either 
sun or shade. They are especially 
fine for borders or small beds. 

Petunias—These ’ splendid and 
popular plants come into bloom 
late in the winter and keep right 
on blooming all through the sea¬ 
sons. They will need cutting back 
occasionally to get rid of their 
leggy growth and so that new 
wood can form which will go 
right on blooming again. The 
Rosymom variety for bedding is 
one of the best. It is such a 
cheerful pink, low growing and a 
continuous bloomer. The larger 
ruffled varieties are very desir¬ 
able, too. 

Statice— The variety Statice 
Perezi we have found to be the 
best for the garden. It makes a 
handsome plant with large greyish 
green leaves and tall spikes of 
light bluish-purple flowers. It is a 
very showy plant in the garden. 
The flowers, when cut will dry 
and make the so-called ‘ever-last¬ 
ing flowers.’ It blooms all the 
year around and will always give 
color in the garden. It will com¬ 
bine with any color scheme. 

Pentstemon —A tall growing 
perennial that will give an abun¬ 
dance of color to the garden. The 
variety called "Sierra Madre" is 
one of the best reds. It also 
comes in pink and white and 
purple. 

Linum—A tall plant covered in 
the winter with yellow flowers, 
shaped like morning-glories. Very 
showy in the garden. 

Marguerites: Both the yellow 
and the white marguerites bloom

P RIMULA MA LECOIDES or 
Baby Primrose is a low 
growing plant with light green 
leaves and stems of delicate la¬ 
vender-pink flowers about 12 to 
18 inches high that will bloom 
all winter and spring. Flowers are 
splendid for mixing in bouquets. 

Ageratum—This plant blooms 
almost all the year. It will need 
cutitng back about twice a year 
to get new wood growth. It will 
make a spread of about two feet, 
is rather low growing and pro¬ 
duces an abundance of light blue 
flowers on short stems. 

Lobelia—A half trailing, low 
growing plants with bronzy-red 
foliage and intense deep blue 
flowers. The plant is so covered 
with its blue flowers when in 
bloom, the foliage is completely 
covered. 

Cinerarias-- These attractive 
plants come into bloom in the 
late winter and will take the cen¬ 
ter of the stage when they are 
in flower because of their very 
bright color. Blues and purples 
predominate, but they also come 
in shades of pink, salmon and 
magenta. The plants sometimes 
make % spread of over a foot and 
a half with their large leaves. The 
flower stems stand from one to 
two feet in height. 

Cyclamen—Everyone is familiar 
with the cyclamen as a Christmas 
flowering plant. It is a bulb plant 
which holds its foliage all the 
year. It blooms all winter and 
spring. The flowers look like huge 
violets in all shades of pink, sal¬ 
mon, red and also variegated. j 
Dwarf Bedding Begonias—These 
desirable plants grow about a foot ! 
high and bloom continuously. The 
pink and red varieties are the 
most popular.

“Sweet Potato Pone" which is 
a vegetable, and a fitting ad¬ 
dition to a Christmas dinner. 
Mrs. Roulette said when New

1 teaspoon cinnamon (level), 
Beaten yolk of 1 egg; place 
the mixture in a buttered cas¬ 
serole you wish to serve it in, 
and place marshmallows over 
the top. Ten minutes before 
serving, place In oven to brown.

things moving. She can rate up 
packages about twice as fast as 
the rest of us. Also, by not re¬ 
quiring patrons to go to another 
window to purchase stamps for 
the packages, they are saved con¬ 
siderable time. 

"So far the incoming Christmas 
mail is not quite up to the usual 
amount at this date. Either we 
are going to have a light Christ¬ 
mas load or else it is all coming 
in a heap, probably the latter. A = 
I am feeling very optimistic this 
morning, I keep telling my... 
that fate will be kind and it won’t, 
it simply won’t, rain on those 
heavy days. 

“Our receipts for this month, 
up to the 15th. are about ten per¬ 
cent ahead of last year, but the 
balance of the month will tell 
the tale whether the total Christ¬ 
mas receipts will exceed last 
year. We all hope so, as the 
amount of extra help allowed us 
next Christmas will be based on 
the receipts this Christmas, so we 
trust our people will remember 
to buy their stamps here. 

"From reports reaching us the 
offices in Los Angeles and Pasa¬ 
dena are pretty crowded and we 
hive had people drive out here 
to mail their packages because 
they say they get such prompt 
service. That happens every year, 
however.

He told of several 
meetings of Canyon citizens at 
which resolutions were adopted 
calling upon the Council to in¬ 
clude in the project Audobon 
Way, Brookside Lane, Holly Trail 
and Canyon Avenue, to all of 
which exception was later taken.
